AN 'ATROGfOUS CRIMK^'^^^ 

Tlie attack upon and destruction of a 
Chineao camp noar Lytton seums to have 
been an atrocious and brutal aiiair.< The 
Chinese were to blanio primarily for liust- 
ling their foreman; but tlioy were worsted 
by the white men w ho cunu; to iiis assis- 
tance with axe and pi.^kliandles. Tlio 
matter should liave ended; or, at most, 
the otl'ending Chinamen should have been 
arrested and taken before a uiafjiatrate. 
vBut what happened 1 In the dead of 
'bight a party of While men arrived with 
j;lubs proceeded to the Cliineso (juarters, 
whore their intended victims wore asleep, 
aroused them and beat several so badly 
that one died and the lives of three others 
are in jeopardy. The cabins were then 
ficod and de.stroyod. The superintendent 
of police who was on the apot soon after 
the outrage found it impossible to secure 
witnesses tn identify llie perpetr;itjors; a 
jury of disinturested persons eould scarce- 
ly bo obtained and — worse than ail — no 
white surgeon could bo had to attend the 
injured men! ^'ow, it is well known that 
we have no sympathy with the Chinese as 
a^race. have protested against their 
admission to the country and have always 
been an advocate of a restrictive immi- 
gration policy. 15ut we have never ad- 
vised a resort to murder and incendiar- 
ism as methods for their extinction. 
While they are in the province thoy liave 
a claim on the government for protection. 
If they do wrong they are amenable to 
the same laws as tlio whites. A recent 
case at the New Westminster assizes 
should have satisfied the men wlio ov^ix- 
nized the attack on the sleepini; camp that 
lawless Chinamen are visited with severe 
punishment. At that assize a Chinaman 
who had struck his foreman with a shov- 
el was sentenced to five years' penal serv- 
itude. That was a righteous verdict and 
it ought to have impressed tlie men who 
literally "took up tho cudgels" for 
the foreman of camp 157, with the fact 
that those who violate tho law will be 
made to sufl'er the conseiiuences of their 
, misconduct. Had a complaint been laid 
against the offending Chinese tliey would 
have been severely punished; but no ex- 
cuse can bo fmiiid for .the awful crime 
which has disgraced the province and will 
remain a red blot on its cscutciteon until 
the arrest and punishment of the perpe- 
trators shall liave been accomplished. In 
this country the law is strong enough to 
protect the weak and punish tho power- 
ful. No man or combination of men can 
long set it at defiance, and wliile we labnr 
for the removal of tlie Cliinese evil from 
our midst, we shall never countenance 
unlawful proceedings to attain that end. 



THE FISHERIES EXHIBITION. 

TSB^OPE^ZNG B7 TEE FIIINCS 
OF "TTALES. 

A Srllliant and SnoouraffliiGr Scono. 

LoNDO.v, May 12. — Notwiths'anding 
lowering skies, showers of rain, and lieavy 
murky atmosphere and muddy roads, in 
the morning a large number of people 
witnessed the ceremonies attending tlie 
international fisheries exhibition. About 
Kensington the approaches to the build- 
ing were packed with carriages and pedes- 
trians at an early hour, and long before 
noon the twenty-throe acres of buildings 
were filled with spectators from all parts 
of tho world. Details of ornamentations 
and arrangements kre incomplete, owing 
unexpectedly to tlie heavy amount of 
work which tiie arrangements entailed, 
' but the decorations were so managed that 
imperfections were in a large degree hid- 
den from view. Tho general effect of the 
scene was grand and inspiring. The roy- 
al party arrived at 12:10, and were taken 
through the first hall of the oxliibition, 
that devoted to Great Britain, passing 
thence directly into departments where 
were displayed the treasures ' of the 
streams, rivers,* lakes and seas of the 
United States and Canada. These were 
given considerable attention, and elicited 
much favorable comment Deputations 
of fishermen wore drawn up along tho 
Wivd of procession. The most conspicuous 
and picturesque there wore Indians from 
Canada. United States Minister Lowell, 
who had joined the royal party with oth- 
er mombera of the diplomatic corps, was 
not the least interested observer of the 
display. After viewing several other ex- 
hibits the distinguished party returned to 
the dias, where an address of the com- 
mittee was presented by the Duke of 
Richmond. Ho explained tfio objects of 
the exhibition. That it was intended not 
only to furnish an agreeable and instruc- 
tive spectacle, but it was intended tho 
public should receive an actual daily ben- 
efit';'.'that practical cookery of fish was to 
tie illustrated by tho national school of 
cookery, and that the commissioners had 
kept steadily before them the fact that 
the exhibition was for the million. Ho 
aunouncod tho oxhibition would be open 
several nights each week for the benefit 
of the working classes. He cordially ex- 
Jiolled the gratitude felt by the commit- 
tee on applications, for 'assistance, and 
the undertaking had been responded to 
by foreign governments and by colonies. 
He then bade the Prince of Wales and 
his party welcome to tho exhibition. Tho 
Prince of Wales read his reply. Ho hop- 
ed the exhibition would bo tlio means of 
bringing to tho notice of the people tho 
latest and moat efficient means of secur- 
ing tho bounty of the streams, lakes and 
oceans, and would thereby bo a practical 
benefit to them. Ho dwelt at some 
length on the life saving section of the 
display. He complimented it and com- 
manded it to the notice of the people. 
After further exercises tho exhibition 
was formally declared open. 

Oalifomia. 

San Fkancisco, May 13. — Charles 
Heusch was killed this afternoon by being 
run over by a dummy of the Union street 
cable road. Ho w.as walking on a side 
track jn company with hie wife. As the 
;ciir j^proached the woman attempted to 
cross in'front and was knocked down, and 
as tho husband attempted to rescue her 
ho was struck by the dummy the wheels 
running over his body, killing him in.stant- 
ly. The woman was uninjured. She was 
■lightly out of her mind and had several 
times essayed to commit auicide.

Eastors, States. - 

Nkw Vouk, May 11.— One of the start- 
ling events of tho week, said Talniage at 
the weekly talk in Brooklyn tabernacle 
tb-niglit, is tho vigorous attack on -the 
opium dens of New York. The charge 
was led by Father Barry|and the Cathbfio 
Young Men's association. It has long 
been a disgrace to San Francisco that the 
great opium dens that she miglit have ex- 
tirpated in a week's time, she keeps them 
to shriw to people from the Atlantic coast 
in evidence of tho wickedness of tho Chi- 
nese. I am glad Father Barry leads forth 
in the campaign of decency against filth . 
Bravo ! Lot all nowapapora and all good 
people support him in this movement. 
The police have denied tho existence of 
any such infamy, but the headlights of 
New York newspapers have been turned 
on these post houses of sni, and death, and 
ignominy, and outrage, which will bo 
speedily hurled out of existence. What 
is needed in such cases is not tact, or mor- 
al suasion or gospel, hut police clu'os and 
Tombs court ami darkest dungeon of the 
penitentiary. It is high time the good 
people of cities rise up in their h Ay 
wrath and demand that drunkenness and 
uncleanlinesa and crimeyDfall kinds (piit 
tho city limits, I-hail this week's move- 
niontas one of the healthiest signs of the 
time. Lot our American cities copy. 

CnicAiiO, May 14.^ — Last night tho |io- 
lice successfully raided several opium 
dens, cai)turing 67 persona, who were con- 
fined at the armory. Tho police ofticors 
then went to No. '2'3u Van Bureii street, 
which resulted in the capture of four Am- 
ericans and one woman. 

Nkw Yokk, May M.— Tho Dutch 
steamer Leerdom, Captain Stiererndut, 
from Amsterdam, arrived hero to-day. 
She reports on the Ctli instant at 4:;i0a. 
m., he saw a vessel with a signal hoisted, 
"I must leave the ship." On ap^roacli- 
ing he found it to be the Norwegian bark 
Inga, Captain Cornelionson, with coal, 
from Greenock for Quebec. On account 
of stormy weather, very heavy sea, and 
terrible rolling of the ship, the Inga 
could not get out a boat, and therefore 
the Leerdom sent a boat to her asaistance. 
.\fter much trouble and danger tho crew, 
numbering twelve men, the captain aifTl 
his wife, were saved. It was difficult and 
dangerous to get alongside the Inga, and 
some of the sailors full into tlie sea, but 
were rescued. Tlio captain and his wife 
were taken out of tho boat by means of a 
rope. 

IvAN.^A.s CiTV, May — Chas. Walker, 
an Engli.'ih solicitor, suicided in the hotel 
at the Union depot to day. Walker ar- 
rived in Ne\v York oil May 4111 from Liv- 
er[)ool, and wa.s on his way to visit his 
brother at Summit Park, Colorado, whom 
he was to meet in Denver. He arrived 
here this morning, and while in the train 
manifested mental derangement. lie 
was cared for at tlie hotel, and while tlio 
attendant was absent from the room shot 
himself, dying in an hour. Evidently the 
man woa of good family, and left valuable 
personal effects. 

Kan.sa.s City, May 13. — A destructive 
cyclone swept across the southern part of 
the city shortly after five o'clock this 
morning, uiiroofiing and demolishing 
buildings for a distance of two miles, the 
track of the storm ranging from half a 
block to two blocks wide. Nothing defin- 
ite can bo given, but the loss uf property 
is estimated in the hundreds of thous- 
ands. Tho storm made its appearance 
about four o'clock yesterday afternoon 
coming from the direction of Wyandotte, 
in the shape of tliroe large dark funnel- 
ahaped clouds rapidly succeeding one an 
ijther. Tlie two first did little damage. 
The last cloud passed across the city at 
the stock yards, unroofing tho Exchange 
building, damaging and destroying a num- 
ber of other buildings. At 11:130 to-night 
three deatlis are reported. Many are in- 
jured, but only a few dangerously, so far 
as i.s known. The loss of property is ^low 
roughly estimated at three hundred 
thousand dollars. None of the finest re- 
sidences of the city suffered, yet manj' 
houses of well to do citizens are ra/ed, 
and cottages and shanties innumerable 
are torn to piocea. Miraculous escapes 
are beyond number. The Lutheran brick- 
church was eompletely wrecked. Only 
fifteen minutes before tho storm struck 
the church a large Sunday school had 
been diamissed. Tho walls of tho cliurch 
came togetliur, and it fell like an egg- 
shell crushed under. One family were at 
supper in the basement when the house 
waa blown completely oft" its foundations, 
leaving tho family unhurt at the table. 
A gentleman sitting at an open window 
near tho track of tho storm was blown 
across the room, through another win- 
dow and down a pas.sago way. He es- 
caped with little injury. Another gentle- 
man with a little child in his arms, was 
blown 300 foot and came down uninjured. 
One woman was blown against a' tree and 
liad her neck broken. A largo number 
of families wore rendered homeless. The 
mayor h;ia issued a proclamation for a 
meeting of citizens to-morrow for relief 
purposes

G. Fair came up in tlie district court 
this morning. 

Mesick asked the court to apjioiiit a 
tinio to-day to hear proofs, and also 
that the examination be conducted 
privately. 

The court appointed 12 M. for the 
purpose specified. 

.A-t 12 o'clock the court met, but re- 
porters were excluded. 

In little J^'ss than an liour tiie n.t- 
toriieys came out, and it was soon 
known that a degree that a decree of 
divorce had been granted, as ])rayed 
for, and that pluintiffliad been allowed 
ij'l, 250,000 in money and United 
.States bonds, and tho family residence 
in San Francisco; also custody of their 
minor children, Virginia, Theresa, 
Alice and Charles Custody of the 
eldest boy, James G. Fair, Jr., was 
awarded to defendant. 

Senator Fair arrived thi.s morning 
from San Franciscitic, on business con- 
nected with the sain of tlie Brunswick 
mill and the peiulirig transfer of the 
the Yellow Jaek-ot mine to tlie Siiaron 
party. The transfer of the whole busi- 
ness wi!l take place about the end of 
present montli.

W. Lloyd, who wont to Pcaco river ln«t- 
spriug in company with It. McRae, J. 
Hayes and H. McCorriater, arrived with 
the II. B. Co. packet from Duvegan, last 
week . He is well pleased with the ap- 
pearance of tho country and with tho cli- 
mate. 

From the date of the arrival of the par- 
ty at tile mouth of Smoky river, on tho 
UL'iid June, until' the middle of July the 
weather waa dry and hot. Prom tho mid- 
dle of July until tho middle of August 
there were frciiuont heavy showers, but 
with very little thunder and ligli tiling. 
After the middle of August there was no 
rain, and tho weather warm until the bo- 
giniiing of October. The wheat at Dun- 
vegan, raised on the river flat 700 feet 
below the level of the country, was cut in 
tho latter part of August. It was per- 
fectly ripe and the yield was oxcollent. 
Corn ripened also. Lettuce, cabbage, po- 
tatoes, carrots, beets, turnips and other 
vegetables did well. There was a little 
snow and frost in the early part of Octo- 
ber, but the first frost to do any great 
damage occurred about tho end of Octo- 
ber. At that time some potatoes which 
had been dug but left uncovered at Dun- 
vegan were damaged, but otheiB in tho 
same condition at Lloyd and Hayes' place 
eight miles back of Diiiivegan, on tho up- 
land, were uninjured. Potato tops have 
never been known to bo frozen befiu'o 
they were ri[)e. The snow came earlier 
than usual laat fall, eommeiiciiig about 
the atll of November. The river fro/.e up 
about the lat of December. -Vbout that 
time there were two weeks of very severe 
weather. 

Ten days before Christmas a Chinook 
wind lowered the snow coii.siderably. 
There were other mild winds after New 
Year'.s, but on the whole the weather was 
cold until tho middle of February. Con- 
siderable snow foil, but there were no 
heavy storms. The H. B. Co. have 75 
head of horsea running near Dunvegaii 
mostly ill good condition. They kept 
eight liorsBS hauling fish from ymoky 
River to Duiivegan, a distance of GO 
miles, all winter without any feed but 
what they pawed for. Cattle are stabled 
at night, but let out during the day. 

Tho surface of the country between the 
forks of Smoky river and Dunvegan, on 
the north side, is undulating but not bro- 
ken, and rises gradually t<iward3 the 
nortli. There are many small bluffs of 
poplar and spruce scattered here and 
there, which give a park-like appearance 
to thu region. The trail crosses several 
spring creeks and passea close to llio 
licads I'f several more, which empty into 
the Peace. The valleys of these creeks 
arc generally timbered with spruce. There 
is a considerable growth of pea vine and 
vetches on the upland, and a traveler, can 
make the sixty miles from Smoky river to 
Dunvegan without wetting his feet, as the 
trail does not need to pass through any 
swamps. Tliere is considerable good birch 
along the river. 

Saskatoon berries are very plentiful and 
are gathered by the Indians in immense 
quantities, who dry them for winter use. 
When dried they very much resemble the 
currants of commerce. Sftra wherries, 
raspborries, gooseberries, and black and 
red currants are also very plentiful. 
Firt cla.ss liojia are grown at Dunvegan, 
but thoyare not found wild. Wild clier- 
ries grow half as large as tame ones and 
in immense quantities, resembling 
bunches of grapes in appeanmco. The 
Indians pound these up, atones and all, 
before drying them. 

At tho time of tho arrival of the party 
at the mouth of Smoky river tho Peace 
was so high that it waa dangerous to at- 
tempt to croaa the one ox which thoy had 
left, and they laid until the J'Jth of .hily 
before cro.ssiiig. They commeuoed putt- 
ing up hay at once at Burnt river, 18 
miles from Dunvegan, and put up ten 
tons of both swamp and upland hay. 
Thoy fin.illy located about nine niilea cast 
of Dunvegan near the trail, and put up 
ten tons more there. They then procured 
a team of oxen from the English church 
mission establishment and broke up fifteen 
acres of land. Thoy found the laud eas y 
to break. Tho soil was black muck 
with no appearance of sand, from ton 
inches to a foot in depth. Underneath 
this were ten or fifteen feet of dark grey 
clay, and then a layer of gravel contain- 
ing water. These strata wore exposed in 
the bank of a ravine near the farm, in 
which a spring rose. When the plowing 
was finished they put up a house which 
they occupied all winter. From the 
liouae they could see a range of hillssbout 
thirty miles distant on the south side of 
the river, which forms tlio northern 
boundary of what is known as tho Grand 
prairie. 

Lloyd left Dunvegan on tJio 20tl.i of 
February, in company with an Indian 
who carried tho H. B. Co. packet on his 

back. Lloyd had a pack of about seventy 
pounds. Thoy tramped to Lesser Slave 
lake post, a distance of 140 miles, in five 
days on snow shoes, carrying their pack.s. 
They would have taken six Jays, but they 
made the last day's journey at night .is 
they were out of grub. Five dog trains 
with five H. B. Co. men, one of Thomp- 
son's survey party and Lloyd, brought 
the packet on to I'jdaionton in 12 days. 
The snow was three feet doop moat of tho 
way and the track had to be broken for 
the dogs until Sturgeon River was reach- 
ed. The snow waa soft and damp, and 
travelling very difficult. Slave Lake 
River waa open forabout five miles at the 
end of the lake, and a largo flock of diicka 
wore thuro when tho party paasod.

SEVENTH DAY. 

TuK.suAY, May 15, 1883. 
Yesterday morning the adjourned in- 
quest on tiie body of Donald AfcPiiail 
was continued before coroner Hon. A. F. 
Pemberton. 

The deputy attorney general was pres- 
ent and Mr. Pooley attended on behalf of 
tho owners. 

Tho names of the jury wore called . 
Caiitain G. Walker aworn (called by 
Mr. Pooloy) — I am a niaator ship builder, 
I made somo repairs to the tJrappler in 
July last year. We hauled the boat out 
and caulked her, and gave her general re- 
pairs. 

The hull was then in good order. 
H. ftlcClusky sworn — I was a passen- 
ger on the Grappler, The first thing I 
knew about 'he tire was my nephew com- 
ing down to my biuik and telling me the 
boat was on fire. I told him there were 
a number of buckets in a rack on the pi- 
lot house filled with water, and if there 
waa not, there ought to bo, as that wos 
tho proper place for them. When I 
came on deck he met me and said there 
wore no buckets there and he could not 
find any, ftly nephew is now gone up 
tho sound. 1 wont round the deck luml- 
ing for buckets, I found one tho cook was 
using half-full of salt lish. That was the 
only bucket I saw on deck. I ran down 
in the hold to see where tlio fire waa; I 
saw Mr. ,Jones and Caiit. iMc.Ulister and 
asked them where tho fire was. They 
were coining aft, having scon the smuke. 
I wont on deck and they c(mimenced to 
lower the boats — passengers and decic 
hands — there was no one there to give an 
order. I looked for the hose but could 
not find it. I know where oars ought to 
kept, cither on a atoannliip or a steam- 
boat, I saw Olio of the firemen or deck 
hands connecting the hose to the dia- 
charge pipe of the donkey pump which 
came up on the main deck, I took the 
end of the hose and went forward with 
it. 1 held it down tho fore hatch where 
the firo was, the coal in the fure hatch 
then was taking lire. I sang out then for 
tho no'/zle of tho hoso, tho water was not 
running. I got no answer, Tiie engiu- 
oer came forward and 1 asked him if the 
donkey pump was working. Ho said 
"Yes," I told him she was not heaving, 
any water. He said give the hoso to , 
mo and I will play it in tho wheel house. 
There waa no lire in the wheel house 
then. I gave him the hose and he put it 
in the wheel house. I then tliouglit it 
time to got ready to jump overboard or 
else make a raft, J ^ot two eini)ty bar- 
rels. All the water that ran through the 
hose was as thick as your little finger and 
air along with it. A pump cannot raise 
air and water at once; I looked in tlie 
wheel house but there was no mure water 
coming than there had boon. Tho coal 
was on fire in the fore hatch, A pump 
in good order ought to raise water the 
first two or three strokes, I lashed two 
empty barrels tofjether and put them over 
tho side within six inches of the water. 
I then wont to look for my nephew and 
he was gone, I came back, but found 
that some one had taken the barrels. [ 
was coming forward with another barrel, 
when I saw INIr. Steele with a life buoy 
and a life preserver. I said "you are 
pretty well fixed for life preservers," He 
made no reply. I did not ask him for 
one. He was holding on the rail with 
one life preserver on hini. I saw anoth- 
er life preserver on the captain. He waa 
standing by tho bits of tho windlass, I 
saw a deck hand named Conlon with one, 
and that made four in all. I went into 
tho Captain's room, turned up the mat- 
trasses, but found no life preserver, also 
in tho engineer's room and found none. 
There was a sea lead line lying on the 
steps of the wheel house. I cut a piece 
off and lashed a single barrel and swung 
it over. I spoke to tho captain. I said 
"Captain, it ia getting pretty warm and it 
ia time to bo getting ashore." I saw a 
small safe on the windlass close to the 
captain, who had in his hand a stocking 
with money in it apparently. Tlie cap- 
tain said "I won't go yet." This tinio 
tho firo had good headway and was com- 
ing up by the pilot house. 1 then saw- 
Mr. Smith, the mate, heave a keg over 
board. He got it from a room on the 
starboard aide. He said it was a kog of 
powder. I then searched for an ax to cut 
away the foremast, ns it would have fioat- 
ed twenty passengers. 1 could not find 
an ax. I then started to go ashore but 
found my other barrel was gone. I low- 
ered myself till I got to tho water and 
swam toward shore. The captain was 
then on tho ship forward by the wind- 
lass and some Chinamen aft; their cries 
were awful, I swam about half-way to 
shore, when I saw a spar with a deck 
hand on it named George, and I made for 
it, and tho engineer with a life preserver 
on came after, and then aChinauian canio 
and laid hold of the spar, there being 
four in all; I said "the s^ar is settling 
down, and you men with life (jresurvers 
get off the spar and it will float ligliter;" 
I waa then trying to keep it in shore; 
they stopped on the spar; I told them to 
keep their presence of mind; Capt. ftlc- 
.Vllister came after in one of his skilfs 
and picked us ofJ'; I have been a sailor, 
but the last 35 years I have been steam- 
boating; I have been fireman and chief 
engineer in that time; when Mr, Steele 
put tho hose in the wheclhouse no one 
waa there;, tho only reason that lean 
give for the fire is that there is a bulk 
head right abaft the back connection; 
there was an opening on each aide and 
tho coal may have got on tho back plates 
by running over tho casing; these plates 
havo been condemned in California, where 
they made us substitute fire tiles .'.! or 4 
inches thick; the iron plates got red hut; 
the iron plate ia liable to ivarp and leave 
opening for sparks. 

To BIr. Pooloy— I saw the port boat 
lowered and go away with two men, Ed- 
ward Laiio and a fireman; it was about 
10 minutes from the time 1 woke up till I 
left the vessel; a small stream was com- 
ing when the engineer came; a pump is 
apt to have her packing dried in a warm 
place. 

To Mr. Pooley— I did not ask Captain 
Warren for §300 to leave the country; I 
aokod him if he was going to make up any 
recompense for what 1 and my nei)hew 
lost; ho said "no" that ho was br<jke him- 
self; I told him that I and niy neiihew 
lost §100 in mining apparatus tu catcli 
fine gold with; I said ho ought to give us 
§500; ho laughed at the idea; 1 never told 
Capt. Warren t,hat if he would give iiie 
and my nephew §300 wo would leave the 
country, I spoke to Mr, Saunders about 
giving us money enough to go home with: 
I did not toll Capt. Warren tliat if 1 
stopped here and came into court T would 
swear that the boat had no axes, no 
buckets and that the pinq) would not 
work; it ia false; I told Capt. \^'arren that 
if he would not do something for us I 
would take steps to try and get coinpen- 
satlon for some of our losses. 

George Walton Bowell, sworn —I was 
a deck hand on tho Grappler last trip; I 



assisted Mr. Hall in lowering -the star- 
board boat; don't know if there were tow- 
locks in her; I got two rowloc^'^ ovik of 
the wheeUiouso, and put them in tho boat 

before she waa swung oU the house; I 
pulled the other boat in the harbor be- 
fore we left! there wen; rowlocks in her 
then; there were no ropes attached to 
those rowlocks; there were four buckets 
on deck, and two in tho galley; I only 
saw two axes in the pilot hoUse; the hoise 
was coiled up aft, but at some distance 
from tho discharge pipe of the donkey 
pump, [lerhaps 7 yards; tho hose was last 
used in Victoria the day the Connaught 
was sold; I think it was the \Vedno3day 
before we loft; I put the nozzle under- 
neath the bunk in the mate's room; I gave 
the hose to the mate tho night of the fire; 
there was a lifo preserver in each bunk in 
the firecastle; there were one or two oars 
in tho starboard boat, and Hall, a pas- 
senger, put two more in; there was a plug 
in the port boat; when I used the hose I 
washed the deck with it. 

To Mr. Pooley — Tho hoso could be 
screwed on to the discharge pipe by, 
hand. 

Mr. Pooley called Capt. Warren. 

Foreman Dale said that he did not 
think it would be any use tor them to 
hear Oapt. Warren, and it was a matter 
of time. 

The coroner addressing the jury said 
their duty principally was to discover the 
cause of tho death of the deceased, though 
any other conclusions they might come, 
to in their verdict would of course bo 
valuable. 

Tile jury adjourned at 1 o'clock until 2 
o'clock p ui. 

Mis honor said the ovidoiicc was very 
voluminous. Tho duty of tho jury would 
be to find the cause of death, though other 
matters might be brought in as a rider. 
They had not the power of a jury in Eng- 
land which consisted of 13 men, and had 
something of the powora of the grand 
jury. -There were aomc points ho might 
mention, however. Among them was the 
subject of clearances as regards the ii um- 
ber of passengers carried in boats, also as 
to the number of crew, protoctiiui against 
lire and safety of the boiler. There were 
other grave inatteis which he would ad- 
vise them to leave to the attorney gen- 
eral. Public olliccrs were amenable for 
neglect of duty, and this matter came

Shortly after 2 o'clock on Sunday morn 
iiig the steamship Mississippi, lying iit the 
.Seattle dock was discovorod to be on fire, 
Tho vessel was soon enveloped in llntues 
whiuh ran up the spars of the ship, seem- 
ing to leap in fiendish delight from yard 
to yard nutll the topmast stick waa jew- 
eled with a tiame. Soon there waa one 
mass of living, seething ll'ime, Tho fire 
had swept across from the Blissisaippi 
quickly, driven by a gentle breeze. No 
power could slay their total dostruction. 
Till,' tiauies passed fiercely from the shutes, 
enveloped every timber, and completely 
destroyed all hope of extinguishment. It 
was slowly eating its way shoreward, and 
the fact soon became ajiparent that to 
prevent greater loss, iho upper track ap- 
proaching the dock would have to bo cut. 
This waa done, and the tlamos prpventad 
from further damage in that direction, 

NVhen the upper track was cut, many 
persons were standing near on tho wharf 
beneath. The upper work fell withatro- 
mendous crash. It was followed by a 
fearful cry from those who witnessed it, 
for it appeared as if a score of people had 
been killed and wounded by its descent. 
Moat fortunittoly and strangely there wore 
but five men hurt — one very dangorously, 
li.avii:',' his right leg badly fractured in 
two iila; u:i .oul his right arm biokeii. The 
arm was amputated at tho hospital and 
tho man soon after died. The othors 
were slightly injured arid have received 
proper attention. The Mississippi burned 
entirely. 

Captain Homos states that it could not 
have been more than fifteen minutos from 
tho time the alarm was given until thoy 
were coinpolled to leave tho vessel. His 
opinion is that tho firo caught in the oil- 
room— how ho does not know. Hoapran;^ 
up, and coming on dock saw that the 
pumijs wore going and every effort was 
being made to put out the firo, But it 
was of no use, tho llamea burnt olF the 
hoso. Orders were then given to got hor 
away from tho dock, but tho tide was 
running out and strong, and the vuhsqI 
hugged tho wharf so that it was impos- 
sible to start her. Hy this time tho firo 
had been communicated to the wharf, and 
it was found that further effort could only 
be made by the loss of life The ship was 
then deserteil, many of the men not bo- 
ing able to save a single suit of cloth- 
ing. 

Tho ship Spartan was lying on the north 
aidr of wliaif when tlio firo began. Efor 
captain did a tine piece of work in getting 
his ship away and to a place of safety. 

The Miasissipjii was yesterday morning 
lowed by the Coliuli down to tlie foot of 
Pike street, whuro that jteainer pumped 
water into her all day. She had about 
.SOO or 1000 tons of coal in her, and was 
to li.ivo gone to sea yesterday at noon. 
Her value was about ,^305, 000, and alio 
waa insured. Tho loss to the dock was 
perhaps $25,000. In a short time coal 
will be delivered Ihoro, as temporary 
dockage will be put up immediately. The 
delay will not exceed ton days. 

Among the calamities connected with 
this disastrous affair, is the death, by 
roasting alive, of Chief Engineer Knapp, 
who, on tho last ii i|i uf the Mississippi, 
took tho place of Chief I'lngineor Porter, 
who was transferred to the San Bias, a 
mail steamer on the southern coast route. 
Accounts differ as to what time Mr, 
Knapp retired tcj his berth. .Ml that is 
known is that he failed to awake in time 
to escape the fate which overtook hini. 
We were unable to learn his age or birth- 
place or anything more about hinn than 
that he loaves a family in San Frrncisco. 
Ilia charred remains were found yester- 
day in that part of the burned voaaol 
where his bedroom was located. There 
is not more than a double handful of cal- 
cined bones left of what two days ago was 
a strong and healthy man. The remains 
of Mr. Knapp will be held subject to the 
inquest and oxamtnation which must fol- 
low, and will then receive christian bur- 
ial as his family '.shall direct. 

The tug Ooliah remained with tho hulk 
all d.ay Sunday, and all Mondiiy night. 
Uer pumps were kept busy pumping wa- 
ter into the burning steamer, and about 
10 o'clock yesterday morning the Mis- 
sissippi went down stern first in about 25 
feet of water. It is thought that the hull 
will bo saved. 

The steward of the burned veasol 
jumped overboard in his night clothes 
and swam to tho ship Spartan, and was 
linally rescued and taken to tho Arlington 
where he was attended by Dr. Smith. 

IMr. Harris, purser of tho ill fiited 
steamer, narrowly escaped. Ho waa just 
going on board and would have been in 
his berth 15 minutes later. Owing lo be- 
ing fatigued he would not have been 
awakened easily and would havo perished 
in the flames. 

'j'he wharf was imins\ired, and it is 
thought the company will replace it with 
one of greater capacity . A large force of 
men were put to work immediately clear- 
ing away tiie debris.

Sir A, T. Gait replied to this, en-

Sasteru Oanada ISail 

(Per steamer Norlh^Paelflc.) 

New Bkunswick, N. J., May 1 — 
Tho keeper of the poor house in East 
Brunswick township since March last 
lias been Adolph Hamann, who receiv- 
es two dollars and a quarter for each 
inmate. Tt is alleged that paupers 
have been given barely enough food to 
sustain life, and have been kept with 
out fire and in the most deplorable con- 
dition. The sick have been kept in an 
attic where tlie snow sifted through 
the roof, and without proper covering. 
One man lay with his flesh rotating 
from his bones from a neglected sore. 
Another was treated to rum and 
whifl'p from a tobacco pipe while the 
eatli rattle was in his throat, 
SntATFOKti, May 2. — James Wright, 
ffho for many years has occupied tho posi- 
tion of Btorokeoper for the Grand Trunk 
here, and who was generally respected, 
shot himself through the head, the ball 
entering just behind the right oar, and 
passiftg through tho brain. Tho rash act 
waa committed about 7 a.m. to-day in the 
parlor of his own house. The cause is not 
known. He has a large family, who are 
much sympathized with in their sad afflic- 
tion, 

A constable was fatally shot at Elgin, 
.\lbert county, N. B., on Monday whilo 
endeavouring to take possession under a 
search warrant of a horso which had boon 
seized by another constable under a tax 
warrant. His slayer, a follow constable, 
surrendered but afterwards escaped. 

Mo.VTREAL, May 3, —Capt . C. W. Allen, 
of the department of the interior, Ottawa, 
was in this city to-day, and instructed 
Mr. Edward Carter, Q. C., to enter an 
action for §50,000 damages against tho 
Canadian Pacific Railway Company, for 
their agents pirating extracts from his 
Land Prospectors' Manual and Field 
Book, and inserting them in tho millions 
of immigrant maps and books published 
iu New York for circulation in Canada 
and elaowhere. Ho is taking an action of 
a similar kind through his London, Eng- 
land, solicitor, for the circulation of docu- 
ments in Great Britain and Ireland, where 
the book waa also published and copy- 
righted. 

London, May 2.— Rumours comprising 
tho credit of Rev. Dr. Darnell, Principal 
of Duflfcrin College, havo for some time 
been current, but thoy aro now taking 
tho form of facts. It is learned that re- 
mittances from parents to purchase cloth- 
ing for tho boys havo been retained by 
tho doctor, and the goods ordered on cre- 
dit. Eighteen dollars was forwarded to a 
student from Esaox Centre through the 
doctor with which to procure a now suit, 
but tho suit was not forthcoming, and in 
consequence tho mother of tho boy ar- 
rived in tho city on Friday last, and tho 
matter was giron into tho hands of a so- 
licitor. Many other stories of a similar 
character aro told of tho doctor's career 
in this city. His creditors aro exceed- 
ingly numcrouB, and many of the sums 
due aro (juito large, reaching in one case 
as high as $G0O. Tho mystery in the mat- 
tor is what tho principal can have done 
with tho amount of money ontrustod to 
him, as he is now stated to be quite with- 
out funds.

It has been arranged to open tho great 
bridge connecting New York and Brook- 
lyn on May 2-lthj Queen Victoria's birth- 
day. It is not probable that tho date was 
fixed as a mark of respect to Hor Maj- 
esty, but the dynamite party of Now 
York think so, and they aro accordingly 
incensed. At a meeting of the Central 
labor union thero on Sunday it was re- 
solved to petition against tho opening 
taking place on. the Queen's birthday. 
Here is an extract from Tmth's report of 
tho meeting: — 

IMr. Allan said the bridge should be 
opened on a national holiday. COheer?.) 
D, McNolan stated that Sir Anthony 
Musgrave, governor of Bermuda and son- 
in-law of David Dudley Field, was hero 
and expected to make a speech. As he 
could not stay over the Queen's birthday 
anniversary tho opening was fixed to suit 
hini. The occasion Woflld be a good one 
to use dynamite and blow up the whole 
crowd. (Tremendous cheers.^ 

Williain MoCabo thought tho matter 
was an insult to American workiiigmon. 
Tho common herd were not allowed to be 
on the bridge at tho opening. Ten thou- 
sand .invitations had been issued to snobs 
and, others. The date waS a trick to do 
honor to a class of people who erected 
monuments to Dlajor Andre. If tho 
bridge is opened on May 2-llh working- 
men will be there. Tho cuiiiniissionora 
would tell them to go to hell, but they 
must bo on the bridge that day. (Tro- 
mendous cheers.) ^ 

Mr. Thompson did not want the bridge 
blown up, but he wanted to seo all the 
old siddiers cross it on decoration day. 
The G. .A. 11, and the Central Labor 
union should cross it. If the boys of 'Gl 
made up their minds to cross, it thoy 
would do so in spite of hell. 

Edward King thought from the tdmper 
of the audience that the bridge would be 
open in several places on tho day named. 
He was a Dritiah subject, but the Central 
Labor union should conimuiiicate with 
the grand army of tho republic. Jay 
Gould's birthday was more appropriate to 
open the bridge on than Queen Victoria's. 
Tho date was an insult, and was arranged 
to toady to British aristocracy now in 
America. The pcrsijiia toadied to were 
tho ones who looked down on the persons 
who toadied them. 

From tho above extract, and from tho 
remainder of tho report of the same 
meeting — where tho use of dynamite was 
justifled — our readers may gather an idea 
of the revolutionary element that is 
gathering together in tho large American 
cities. 

This is Kate Fiki.d's Dusciuptiox; 
— "Take a atrip of something that, for 
the sake of convenience, we will call a 
man — which, by the way, is a gross li- 
bel on man. Around its necTc place a 
tight collar, enshrouded with a hideous 
scarf and breastpin.

Clothe its 
lower extremities with pants wherein 
calves were never intended to grow.
